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I contacted Dr Richard Tucker, DDS and requested his assistance in reviewing the dental work on the skeleton 
located in GP Stack # 9 in 1987. I obtained the full skull from impound and met with Dr. Tucker. He looked at 
the teeth and determined that by the wear on the teeth, he felt that the victim was between 40 and 45 years old 
at the time of his death. Dr. Tucker said that the subject had good teeth and received fairly quality dental care. 
Both front teeth were capped with porcelain caps and gold fillings behind the caps. I asked if he could 
determine anything unusual about any of the dental work that might help identify who may have per¬ 
formed the work or assist with the identity of the victim. Dr. Tucker advised that there was nothing at he could 
see at this time that might assist. He suggested that I contact Dr. Sweet at the University of British Columbia 
who is a forensic dentist for further assist¬ 
ance. 

Investigation to continue. 
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A teletype was sent to all agencies in Washington, Oregon, California, Idaho, Alaska, Nevada, and Hawaii 
requesting that they review all missing person reports for the time frame of the discovery of the skeletal remains 
at GP. 

Investigation to continue. 
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I received the attached FAX from Det. Jeff Hawkins, Gastonia Police Department advising that the dental 
records that were sent to him do not match those of their open missing person case. 

I also spoke with Det. Sgt Snover at Clallam Co. SO again about their open missing person case. He indicated 
that he had located the case file and their victim was last seen about Jan 1987. His physical description was 
similiar to that of the skeletal remains found here and was suffering from a possible mental condition. Sgt 
Snover indicated that family members felt that the missing person had wandered into the mountains and 
disappeared. There were no dental records included in the case file, but family members of the missing person 
are still in the area. I requested that Sgt. Snover send me a copy of their case file which he said he would do. I 
also asked that he include current address for any family members so I could contact them. 

Investigation to continue. 
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I contacted Karen at NCIC Headquarters, 304-625-2000 and requested an off line search of missing persons 
reported through NCIC to compare against the information currently on file for the skeleton found at Georgia 
Pacific. I requested all missing persons on file from 1-1-87 through 12-31-87 by region and state. Karen advised 
that the information would be either Faxed or mailed once the search was completed.

A teletype was sent to all agencies in Region G (Arizona, Colorado, Kansas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Texas, 
and Utah) requesting that they review all missing person reports for the time frame of the discovery of the 
skeletal remains at GP.

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The attached results from the NCIC off line search were faxed to me. In reviewing the open missing person 
cases listed, Number one and two are both missing as result of boats sinking in Alaska. Number three could be 
a possible match and is a missing person on file with the Alaska State Troopers in Soldotna, Alaska. Number 
four is also a possible and is on file with the sheriffs office in Weaverville, California. Number five has the dental 
records listed for the missing person and they do not match our dental records on file. Number six was also 
eliminated becasue the date of last contact listed is after the discovery date of the skeletal remains. Number 
seven is a possible case of interest through Gastonia Police Department in Gastonia, North Carolinia. Number 
eight dental records on the NCIC list do match those on file in this case. Number nine and number ten both list 
a date of last contact after our disvocery date. 

The attached letters were sent to the three agencies that noted possible matches. I included a copy of the 
dental records with the letters and requested that they check the referenced cases against these records.

I contacted Linda Smith and she related that the last time Boullion was seen was about Aug 1986 when 
he left the Clallam County area saying that he was going to California to link up with an old girlfriend. Linda 
Smith said that Boullion mother is still alive, Olga Boullion, and lives at 3204 Durango St, Apt. A, Tacoma,

I checked the Clallam County report and found that a request had been sent for dental records for Boullion 
through the military, but no indication if they were ever received. I contacted the Bellingham FBI office and 
through their office they made contact with the military records center in St Louis, Mo. Agent Powers was able 
to confirm that records were on file for Boullion and could be obtained through a written request. I requested a 
letter asking for the dental records be sent under Chief Carroll's signature.

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I received the dental records for NORMAN BOULLION (R1) from the Seattle Veterans Affairs Office. The 
records included x-rays from 1967 and 1970 as well as the attached written records.

10-30-06 - The Bellingham Herald published a follow up article on the original story from 1987 concerning the 
skeleton located at G.P. Included in the article were the composite drawing done in 1987 and the second 
drawing completed in 2000. As result of this newspaper article, I received a telephone message from ROBERT 
ELVIS BROWN (C4) advising that he may have some information concerning the investigation. 

I contacted ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) by phone. He advised that in 1987 he was employed at Mt Baker 
Plywood mill. During one of his shifts, his foreman came through the plant with two other males, who were not 
employees at the plant. ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) indicated that he assumed the two were friends of the 
foreman. ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) said that he and one of the males talked about some of the things that 
they were interested in and what they did when not working. ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) said that he 
mentioned to the male that he was a diver and it was during the conversation that the male said that he and 
some friends would climb the towers at G.P. for fun. The male told ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) that one of 
the group worked at G.P. and this person would get them access to the plant after hours. They would then 
climb the towers throughout the plant and he explained that they had developed a warning system among 
themselves it they thought they had been seen. He related that one would blow a whistle and the others would 
then meet at a pre-arrange location to avoid being caught inside the plant. ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) said 
that the male told him that the most recent addition to their group was a guy who had previously lived in New 
York state and on their last outing, when one of the group blew the whistle, this subject did not show up at the 
pre-arranged meeting location. 

ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) related that this conversation with the subject occurred after the discovery of 
the skeleton and the information about the investigation in the media. ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) did not 
know the subjects name, but indicated that the foreman at the time was a man with the last name of Larsen. 

ROBERT ELVIS BROWN (C4) indicated that he contacted a friend at the police department in 1987 with this 
information. 

I contacted Mt. Baker Plywood and inquired about employees during the 1987 time frame. I was told that the 
only person who would know employees from that time frame was the Operations and Human Recourse 
Manager, Tim Shannon and he was off until November 7th. I left a message on his voice male requesting 
contact. 

A copy of the Bellingham Herald article was submitted to records to be scanned into this case file. 

KIRO TV also came to Bellingham and filmed a story for the evening news about the investigation. They were 
also provided with copies of the two drawings and aired both on the evening news broadcasts.

11-3-06 -1 met with Dr. Robert Gibb and Dean Kahn from the Bellingham Herald. Dean Kahn wanted to review 
the photos taken at the time the skeleton was found at GEORGIA PACIFIC WEST INC (R4). Dr Gibb, who was 
the deputy medical examiner in 1987, was present to explain what examinations he had conducted in 1987 to 
make a determination that the skeleton was that of a male victim. Included in the photos I obtained from 
Evidence and ID were photographs of Dr Gibb taking measurement of the pelvic bones. Dr Gibb indicated that 
these were the measurements used to determine that the skeleton was in fact that of a male. After reviewing 
the photographs Dr Gibb was confident that his original assessment that the skeleton was that of a male was 
correct. 

On 11-29-06 an article was written by Dean Kahn after an interview with RICHARD H SEVERSON (C6) raising 
the question as to if the recovered skeleton could have been a female. In the newspaper article, RICHARD H 
SEVERSON (C6) described a female who he came in contact with at the Western Washington University 
steam plant and that he was concerned that this unidentified female could be related to the skeleton found at 
GEORGIA PACIFIC WEST INC (R4) 

On this date I contacted RICHARD H SEVERSON (C6) by telephone. RICHARD H SEVERSON (C6) had 
been employed as a steam plant operator for Western Washington University, retiring from that position in 
1993. He said that in the late summer of 1987 a female entered the steam plant in the late afternoon. RICHARD 
H SEVERSON (C6) indicated that the female said nothing to him, but he offered her a tour of the plant. He 
indicated that the female wanted to see the inside of a boiler, so he allowed her to go into a cold boiler, which 
he said she did about 5 or 6 times. RICHARD H SEVERSON (C6) said that he became somewhat nervous 
about the female and told her that is she wanted to see more steam plant operations she should go to 
GEORGIA PACIFIC WEST INC (R4). The female left the WWU steam plant, and according to RICHARD H 
SEVERSON (C6) it was after the discovery of the skeleton that he became concerned. RICHARD H 
SEVERSON (C6) said that he had spoken to the WWU police department about the female the next day, but 
she had committed no crime so there was no interest in the reason she had walked into the steam plant or her 
interest in the boilers. 

RICHARD H SEVERSON (C6) described the female as being 35 - 40 years old, brown hair, blue eyes with a 
thin type build.

In 1987 I was the original investigator for case #8701827 which is a 
missing person report on Norman BOULLION. At that time I was unable 
to develop any leads as to the location of Norman BOULLION and the 
case was eventually turned over to Detective SNOVER. In 1992 
Detective/Sergeant MARTIN received additional information reference 
BOULLION and activated this case number for futher investigation 
although the original case in 1987 (8701827) is still active. 

On 10/27/93 while watching KVOS TV Channel 12 in Bellingham, the 
television station broadcasted a 1987 story that they had previously 
shown in 1987 about a body that had been discovered in a mill smoke 
stack in the Bellingham area. The news report went on to say that 
the subject, later identified as a male was still unidentified at 
this time. The news story went on to further describe the 
unidentified male and explained that the male's body had been burned 
to the point where the only thing left was the skeleton. The news 
story then showed a reconstruction as to what the male probably 
looked like based upon his skull features and I noted that the male 
possiblly resembled our missing person, Norman BOULLIN. The physical 
descriptors given in the news story were consistent with BOULLION 
along with news story described the unidentified male as possibly 
being Indian. I was aware that BOULLION had French Canadian descent 
which sometimes has Native American in it. The news story went on to 
explain that the unidentified body's dental work was probably done 
while in the military. I was aware that BOULLION had done at least 
one tour in the military and possibly had dental work done in the 
military. 


On 10/27/93 I telephoned the Bellingham Police Department and 
requested that they send me a copy of the reconstructed photograph of 
their missing person along with any other items that may assist me in 
my investigation. The police department requested that we do what we 
can to obtain dental records on BOULLION which to date have not been 
obtained due to lack of knowledge as to which dentist may have 
treated BOULLION in tha past.

Look closely. 

If you can identify him, you could help close the book on what may be 
Bellingham's oddest unsolved mystery.

18, two days before the body was found, plus more hours the previous 
month. 

Police found charred remnants of denim pants and a denim jacket, a 
lightweight shirt, and rubber-soled shoes. The coat was off and under the 
body, apparently to shield him from the heat. The shirt was draped or 
wrapped around one ankle, possibly to bind an injury. 

Police also found a burned remnant of a Continental Airlines ticket, but 
there weren't enough numbers visible to trace the ticket. 

The man had had dental work, including fillings and possibly a root canal. 

Equally important was what he didn’t have. No keys. No ID. No wallet. No 
ring. No watch. No clothes or tools indicating he was a worker.

Police worked the case until 1993, then set it aside. Six years later. 

Detective Al Jensen reopened the investigation after a department 
employee training to become a forensic artist used the skull to create the 
short-haired image. 

Jensen sent physical details about the man to agencies around the country 
to see if they matched missing-person reports filed a year before to a year 
after the body was found. No luck. 

Then he sent the details for a possible match to missing-person reports filed 
in a six-year window - three years before to three years after - around the 
country and in Canada. A possible match involved a man missing from 
Vancouver, B.C. 

Alas, there were no dental records for him, no evidence that he had crossed 
the border, and no chance to compare DNA because the chimney heat 
destroyed DNA in the skeleton. 

"I really haven't given up on this case yet," Jensen said. "I still watch it." 

HARD TO GET THERE 

Perhaps the biggest mystery is how the man reached the chimney. The 
chimney is gone now, replaced years ago when G-P installed equipment to 
catch pollutants, but I visited the site back in 1987. 

The skeleton's broken legs, ankle and pelvis indicate he entered from 
above, not through a side hatch near the bottom. 

To get there, he had to climb three flights of stairs, or ride a conveyor belt, 
inside the steam plant, then exit a door onto the roof. 

The chimney was 10 feet square and just more than 17 feet high, nestled 
close to a brick wall and some support structures. The opening oh top was 
about 472 feet wide. The opening wasn't visible from the catwalk at the base 
of the chimney, but the lid was visible if it was up. 

A person could reach the hole by using a ladder from the catwalk, or by 
scrambling up pipes and other handholds. Or a person could jump from a 
nearby roof onto a corrugated metal roof on a small structure next to the 
top of the chimney.

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A ladder affixed to a wall went past the small structure, but the ladder had 
a protective metal cage, so anyone using the ladder would have had to 
climb outside the cage, then leap toward the top of the chimney. 

Did the man fall in by accident? Commit suicide? End up there as a murder 
victim? 

"You can go round and round and round on it and still not have much," 
Darby said. "I will always wonder,"

Man wonders if G-P skeleton was a woman 

Retired steam engineer offered tour of G-P plant 
DEAN KAHN 


Richard Severson still wonders if the person found inside a Georgia-Pacific chimney 19 years ago was a woman he guided 
through the steam plant at Western Washington University. 

Odds are the victim was a man, based on a doctor’s examination of the charred skeleton and on burned remnants of 
masculine-style clothing. 

The identity of the person — and how and why the person ended up inside a hard-to-reach chimney atop G-P’s steam plant 
— remains one of Bellingham’s enduring mysteries. 

During the woman’s tour of the campus plant, she asked to climb inside a boiler, and went inside an inactive boiler several 
times, said Severson, 77, a steam engineer who retired from Western in 1993. Partly to encourage her to leave, he 
mentioned the waterfront plant with boilers that’s visible from campus, presuming that G-P was secure from intruders. Not 
long afterward, a few weeks to a few months, Severson read news reports of the skeleton’s discovery. 

“I still feel a little bit responsible,” he said. 

Robert Gibb, who studied the remains as deputy medical examiner, is confident the victim was male. His autopsy report 
includes numerous measurements of the intact, blackened pelvis. 

Studying the pelvis is a standard way to distinguish between skeletons of men and women. A woman’s pelvis is broader and 
lighter than a man’s, with a wider pelvic cavity. 

One medical authority puts the accuracy of determining sex using the pelvis at 95 percent, which does leave some margin 
for error. 

A worker checking for a water leak found the body on Sept. 20,1987. Police estimate the victim was 5 feet 8 inches to 5 feet 
9 inches, 130 to 155 pounds, and 20 to 40 years old. 

The skeleton was lying on hot pipes more than 17 feet below the top of the chimney, where a lid provided entry. The air 
inside reached 370 degrees when the boiler was running. 

There was no ID with the body, only part of an airplane baggage ticket that couldn't be traced. Police found remnants of 
denim pants, a denim jacket, a lightweight shirt and rubbersoled shoes. Dental records and surveys of missing men 
elsewhere have not produced a match. 

Severson, a stout, talkative fellow who lives on Lummi Reservation, says the white woman entered the campus steam plant 
during the summer or early fall, because the weather was warm and a door was open. 

She was wiry, perhaps 5 feet 4 inches to 5 feet 6 inches, and in her mid-30s to mid-40s, he said. She had light- to medium- 
brown hair that was cut short, and wore a lightweight lined windbreaker, a woven blouse, women’s jeans and tennis shoes, 
possibly blue, he said. 

She entered the steam plant and smiled, but didn't speak first, Severson recalled. 

“I said, 'Do you want a tour?” 

She nodded yes, so he showed her the boilers, controls and pumps on the main floor. When they came to a small boiler that 
was operating, she asked “Can I go in there?” 

To make her convinced that the boiler was running, he lifted her up so she could see the flames through a small window. 

She again said she wanted to go inside, so Severson escorted her up some stairs to an entry into an inactive boiler. Curious 
to see what she would do, Severson opened the door and watched as she climbed inside and huddled atop some pipes.

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She got out, and then went in and out of the boiler another four to five times. He then asked her to leave. 

Severson said he went to police headquarters after seeing news stories about the skeleton. He said he talked with two 
policemen, whom he presumed to be a detective and another officer, about the woman, but they didn’t show much interest 
because doctors had decided the victim was a man. 

"I hope they’re right,” Severson said, "because I don’t want that on my conscience."

Bellingham. - Dr. Robert Gibb and personnel from the Bellingham Police Identification 
Unit have made some discoveries concerning the characteristics of the skeletal remains 
found in the chimney of Boiler #9 at G-P. The victim was male, 5'-8"-5'9", probably 
weighing between 130-155 lbs., and was between 20-40 years of age. He had a small foot, 
probably wearing approximately an 8 shoe size. The clothing worn was not that of a 
typical workman. The victim had good dental work - there were a number of porcelain and 
gold fillings and evidence of a root-canal. 

Dr. Gibb has been in contact with the Medical Examiners office in King County, according 
to Chief Dan Fitzgerald, to try to draw some conclusions as to how long the body may have 
been in the chimney. At this point, we believe that the time span may be from a few days 
to a few weeks. 

Chief Dan Fitzgerald encourages anyone who is aware of a missing person within this 
community who meets the general description given to call the Bellingham Police 
Department, 676-6925.

Police this morning released a preliminary sketch of the facial features of 
the victim from the skeletal remains found in Georgia Pacific's chimney boiler 
on September 21, this year. The case still remains a mystery to Bellingham 
Police. Skeletal remains found in the chimney were believed to have been a 
male victim 5'8" to 5'9", weighing between 130 and 155 lbs. and between 20 and 
40 years of age wearing approximately a size 8 shoe. The victim had good 
dental work and there were a number of gold fillings and evidence of a root 
canal. Neither Georgia Pacific nor any of the contractors have had a missing 
person. We have been unable to match the remains of any known missing person. 

Exact measurements and photographs of the skull were sent to Mr. Harvey Pratt 
of the Oklahoma State Bureau for identification. He in turn constructed the 
facial features based upon the bone structure of the skull.

He indicated to me that some¬ 
one in GP had received some sort of an alarm. They had responded to the top of the 


smoke stack type tower to check on the exchanger, looked down inside, and there saw 
the skeletal remains of a human being. He took me up to this tower, smokestack 


arrangement. We looked down inside and it was easily identifiable as human remains, 
what appeared to be almost an entirely human skeleton. By the time we finished with 


our discussion, went down below. An access door had been removed directly above the 
piping which runs through the exchanger which gave us direct access to the skeletal 


remains. Additional photographs were taken. The video camera was used to take a 


video of the scene and a closer examination of the remains was done. It appeared to 


be almost an entire skeleton, very little if any flesh remaining. It was very warm 


in this chamber. In speaking with the supervisors who had responded it was determined 


that the average operational temperature of this exchanger for the boiler is about 400 


degrees. Further conversation with the management, the story is that the boiler was 
shut down. An employee was monitoring the circular type graphs that they have. Ob¬ 


served some gliches on the particular graph dealing with this exchanger which would 


indicate some sort of smoke or misting in the chamber. He responded to check it out 


in as much as the boiler had been turned down. He expected to find maybe a leak in one 


of the pipings. He got up there to the top of the stack, looked down, and observed 


the skeleton and called it in. 


Dr. GIBB was called to the scene after we had finished our preliminary inves¬ 


tigations. He was briefed. He entered the chamber. Officer GOTTSCHALK was at the 


entry way and I was down below. Dr. GIBB went through and removed body parts, placed 


them in a bag. They were passed down to me and I logged them and marked them and is 


currently under impound under impound #F 6218. These items will be taken to Dr. GIBB's 


office on 9-21-87 for further examination and reassembly. At this point in time DR. 


GIBB can make no determination as to cause of death. He cannont eliminate homicide 


nor can he eliminate accidental. 


After Dr. GIBB had finished his collecting of body parts. Officer GOTTSCHALK 


then entered the chamber. We continued our search of the materials inside. Additional
